Cheered by Army Bands on Board 
Their Battleship at Chatham.' 

At the request oi the Admiral com- 
manding the two Japanese cruisers 
now in Chatham dockyard, our .New 
Bromnton and Chatham bands had 
the honor of being the first English 
Army bands to play- on Japanese ter- 
ritory. 

The first pieo rendered !-.;- th-j band 
was the "Japanese" March, which, 
opening with the lirst attains of the 
national hyinn, also eoiiianis soma 
other fulk songs of Japan. 

One of these strains they recog- 
nized even in our European soiling, 
and it was interesting to watch their 
faces wreathed in smiles. The meu 
had been caiied tugether by their olli- 
cers, and formed up around the handi- 
caps and Britishers. 

Other selections and marches were 
played, uud each piece was watmly 
applauded, not only by the Japanese 
Bailors on board thii "Tsukuba," (th<j 
hnnt. on which the bauds were play- 
ing), but also those on the other 
Japanese boat, as well us by the men 
on H. INF. S. "Triumph," anchored 
close by. Some English bluejackets, 
who had congregated on the Japanese 
vessel, also enjoyed the music. 

The members oi the band, during- 
an interval in which they were served 
with refreshments, were able to wit- 
ness the Japunese officers cud men 
saluting at sunset, to the accompani- 
ment of a number of bugles. 
Saluting Lric riag. 

To elnsii tiie programme the bauds 
played nur national anthem, at which 
all on board (English and -Japanese) 
saluted, a flag war; broken at the 
masthead, and afterwards the Jap- 
anese national hymn, when the salut- 
ing was repeated. 

Tho bandsmen and their o&lcurs 
were treated with Die utmost kindness 
by the Japanese officials. 

In communicating the wish ol the 
Admiral ior the bands to play to 
Staff-Captain .John Steele, of our
